INTRODUCTION 

No Science or Art has ever been so misunderstood or more 
persistently attacked than that which deals with the subtle influ 
ences of the planets upon the terrestrial phenomena So sublime 
m its concepts that the weak human mind cannot appreciate and 
comprehend the intrinsic \aluc of its fundamental truths unless 
It IS elevated to a high degree Astrology has often been confused 
with fatalism or predestination and the unthinking minds, in 
their ignorance of the power o{ spirit, have failed to recognise the 
fact that the human will is limitless in its potentiality when 
intelligently directed and properly educated 

Man, by a fore knowledge and a clear understanding of the 
planetary mBuences which surround him, can so create an 
environment, that he may, to a great extent, successfully cope with 
adverse planetary conditions indicated by his past karma or 
remove the evil influences of the planets by adopting, at proper 
times, remedies prescribed in the Vedic texts about which I have 
comprehensively treated m my book “An Introduction to the 
Study of Astrologj m the Light of Modem Sciences, 7th Edition” 
It IS only throvigh patient and candid study that one can hope, in 
any appreciable measure, to comprehend the mundane as well as the 
divine significance of these eternal truths of which the sublime 
Science of Astrology is the sole interpreter Thus, astrology instead 
of being solely a media as a Jugglery in the hands of a charlatan 
or a gipsj , has a deeper dn me significance underlying all its precepts 
which can be understood in oil its glory only b> men who bring to 
bear m their studies, unprejudiced mind unremitted labour and 
unfailing patience It is a cunous fact in the History of Astrology 
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\enture to say that I ha^e supplied a longfelt want. I now leave my 
readers to see the force of my remarks and to judge of this 
publication as of great utility for students and scholars engaged m 
the study and researches of astrology as a thoroughly practical 
science. The great Mayasura, father-inlaw of the dreaded Ten 
Headed Havana, the Inventor of Maja or illusion and one of the 
greatest Scholars in Astrology, Astronomy and Ph> sical Sciences 
and who obtained the gift of Siirj<is>rfdfm«fo from the glorious Sun 
himself in the shape of his son Chaja Purusha lias not giv en a single 
practical horoscope. The Yavanas, who were great astrologers and 
astronomers have done nothing in this direction. Therefore the 
only possible explanation I can offer for this omission on the part 
of the greatest astrologers to give practical horoscopes, for illustrat* 
mg the theoretical principles of astrology seems to be their complete 
conviction m the practical utility of their theoretical principles. 
They were able to come to this conclusion by their expanded 
mental vision called Dtt'ya Dns/i by which they were enabled 
to frame theories, which would produce correct results and about 
such correctness, they entertained no doubts. 

None of the horoscopes treated here is false and imagm.arj — 
they represent as correctly as possible the time of the brith of 
the person quoted here and the character sketches are real and 
what have been found withm my knowledge All reliance, 
therefore, can be placed upon the statements made here. The 
names are not mentioned and there are many reasons for this 
omission Similarly situated planets affect persons bom m 
different states of social life differently and this should nev er be 
forgotten During the tunc of a good planet, the son of a king 
ascends to a throne, while a carpenter or a smith or a merchant or a 
lawyer would achieve bnlliani success in his own line. To change 
the general condition and status of a person very strong planetary 
periods are needed, and all these are exhaustively treated in my 
works on Astrology to which the readers are respectfully directed 
for reference, 
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In course of time I intend publishing one hundred horoscopes 
to illiistnte ench of the twelve Bhavas nnd when <nrned out this 
book will contain 1,200 horoscopes and will be of immense help 
to the students engaged in the acquisition of knowledge by which 
they can easily confirm or contradict their practical lessons vith 
those which they have learnt from theories For royal horoscopes 
special combinations are given in Brihat Jataka and other authonta 
tn e books which must be carefully studied On the whole the 
science is difficult and valuable and predictors will cut sorry 
figures if they do not study Well digest the knowledge they have 
acquired and bring highei education and greater intelligence m 
solving the future mjstenes of human evistence for doing which 
astrology has been styled as the noblest achievement of human 
intellect 

No study in theory alone can give the student a proper 
mastery over any subject Education has two important divisions 
one the “ Theorj and the other the Practice It is not easy 
to say which is more valuable o! these two branches But it is 
commonly stated that a handful of experience is worth ten 
cart loads of theorising Practical training seems to be highly 
necessary for the coversion of all theoretical learning into usefulness 
for human existence Practice has its own doubts and difficulties, 
vvhich the theory cannot solve and the tlieory has its difficulties 
and doubts which the practice may not be able to comprehend 
Education therefore will be complete only when the man is well 
trained in these two important divisions of knowledge Where 
their cultivation IS neglected, the capacity of that person to be 
useful in that science or branch of knowledge, will be far from 
tlie stage of perfection It is highly essential, therefore to hav e 
a large number of real horoscopes living and dead for illustrative 
purposes and study them in the light thrown by the astrological 
principles inculcated in the books already published by me and 
by other eminent astrologers Hasty inferences will always 
undermine the strength of conviction and should not be drawn 
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by nOMces m the studj of Astrologj Where the principles h'X\e 
no npplication in any guen illustrative horoscope, the reader 
vmH do well to carefullj consider the apparent contradictions, 
till he procures knowledge b> which he can reconcile the two 
together, rather than rush into a tirade against the science of 
astrologv or its numerous expounders Knowledge is deep and 
will always jield fruit onlj to the reader, who commands great 
intelligence and vast patience To the hostj student or the excited 
follower it will be found unwilling to lend him its valuable help 
and will even make confusion worse confounded The horoscopes 
given here are all true and genuine, and the author is acquainted 
personally with the details of their lues Therefore the student 
will have the best authority before him in the shape of genuine 
horoscopes, whose details are the results of p!anetar> conjunctions 
and aspects The principles enunciated in these works are incor 
porated from the best sources he was able to find m the standard 
works on this sublinte science and the horoscopes discussed are 
those of persons who had the experience related m tliese pages 
The student lias always to divide his studies into three different 
Chapters m astrolog) First he must ta! e such horoscopes whose 
experiences (events) related here are clearlj traceable hj the 
planetary conjunctions on a superficial examination Second he 
must studj the principles of the science well and apply them deeplj 
to such horoscopes which on a hast) study do not show agreement 
avith the planetary positions in them but which on a careful 
examination reveal the truth of astrological formulas Tliird he 
must try and grasp the most difficult principles of this science and 
see whether the) have any application in the horoscopes, which on 
/X cursor) glance show results quite contrary to those which have 
been openl) related in the astrological works If after following 
these graduated methoils he still finds doubts and difficulties, for 
which he can quote no satisfactorj authorities from the standard 
astrological books, he must make up his mind to see personal!) the 
most famous men in the line, and get his difficulties solved bj 
them A short example will explain wlnt is meant here. Tenth 
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house indicates the means ot livelihood m the horoscope ot any 
man If a student takes up a horoscope of a party , finds one or 
tivo eiilted p'anels in the tenth he may at once say that the 
natne (owner of the horoscope) will be in a good official or 
mercantile position according to the nature of the planet This 
kind of illustration refers to Branch I of the above divisions 
But it he tikes a horoscope on hand, finds no planets in 
the tenth, but finds the man in a good position m life, he has 
then to consult the position of the lord of the tenth and the 
aspects, the tenth house has to have given him the position he 
possesses But suppose he examines the horoscope, finds no planets 
in the tenth, no beneficial aspects or conjunction for Us lord, or for 
Itself, and still sees that the man is in a good position, len, e 

must examine the nature of the lord ot the Navamsa occupied by 

the lord of the tenth from Lagna and from that begin to eaamine 
the position and occupation ot the man If this does not give him 
a sufficient clue, then he must see similarly from the Moon and the 
Sun If after an examination ot all these three, the student finds 
no satisfactory combination or aspect which justifies the posdion, 
the native commands then, be must refer to all the cojlicated 
conjunctions of planets given tor Raj i or Dliana Yoga and justify 
ing.h.s predictions in their light Even after an examination of al 
these, he finds no astrological principles justifying the actual 

position of the natne, then he must submit that horoscope to the 

examination of the best man in the field and take his instructions as 
regards the reading of those difficult horoscopes In this way. 
great patience, intelligence, devotion and application must be 
brought to bear upon the calculations and predictions of horoscopes 
Then only success can be secured Knowledge is deeply imbedded 

,n the technicalities ot the sciences and if we want to possess it, 

we mast dig deep, and get at it with patience and diligence The 
horoscopes here are so arranged as to give the students great 
facilities to verify practically their theoretical principles of know ledge 
in astrology A close study of these illustrative horoscopes with the 
astrological principles given in the books, will be found to be simply 
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imaluable in strengthening their familiarttv in the art of predicting 
the future events of human existence The technical portion of a 
a science is often the most unpalatable for beginners to master, but 
no satisfactory progress could ever be expected to be made in anj 
science, ^\Ithout great intelligence, hard labour and close application 
As the ladies and gentlemen concerned, have shown no inclination 
lo see their names printed in connection with their horoscopes, 
illustrated here I have simply given them with the principle events 
of their lives 

The first edition of this book was evhausted long ago and the 
publication of the second edition had to be considerablj delajed
